Senator 
Itroek made a s|me<-h in favor of the pre.sent sys- 
tem. sayint: tinir his bill now pemlint; would add 
S:i(K).IK)0 neeessary revenne to the state Irensnr.v 
and that passage of this hill would not end 
KamlilinK. but onl.v ehaiiKe the form of it. 

Senator Haynes farter of Elizalmthtown made

REJOICE OVER DEFEAT OF SIMS BILL 



Horsemen and Breeders Happy Over Favorable Out- 
come of Attempt to Destroy Racing and Breeding. 



LEXINHTON. K.V.. February H."!. — The Kentiieky 
Senate at Frankfort loila.v defeated the bill of Seii- 
iitor H. H. Sims, intended to do awa.v with pari- 
mutuel betting on horse racing in this stale. Ther- 
WHS great rejoicing among horsemen and breeders 
when the news reached here. 

The ilefeat of the bill came after a hearing on 
the measure last night, at which breeders and own- 
ers of horses, headed b.v .Major Thomas f. McDowell, 
president of the ThoronghlireU Horse AssiM-iation. 
presented llndr views. Tlie horsemen tmik the 
broad and triithrnl ground that there can Ih‘ no 
organized racing without betting, that without rac- 
ing the great horse breeding industry eaiinot be 
sustained and that without the Ix'tter blood whieh 
is determined b.v the proving ground sncli as the 
raee course is the horses of the land will rapidly 
(hderiorate. 

The reformers stated that they have no obj<-ction 
to horse racing, but that it is In-tting on horse 
racing that they want to slop. They did not want it 
to continue to be legalizeil in Kentucky. It was 
shown b.v the iiorseinen that tln-rc is vastl.v more 
money gambled at raeing tracks where betting is not 
lawful than at the Kentucky tracks. 

The reformers had said that they believed raeing 
would continue if the Sims bill should Im- luissi-d. 
The horsemen agreeil with them that it would, but 
tim.v said: "You will force ns to bi-eome evaders 

i f Hie law. just as others of .voiir views have forced 
the people of New Viwk and other slates to iH-eoine. 
in order to have and to enjo.v onr recreation. We 
iiiueli prefer to ei.ntiiine to lie respected, as we 
are. and known as law-abiding men.”
